Judge Brandon moved and swayed 
his large audience with his 
s ilv e r 
tongued appeal. He pictured the want 
and suffering of the men and women 


of the Confederacy and 
paid 
high 
tribute to both. 
Frequent vpplause 
interrupted the speaker and the vet­ 
erans of the South who were grouped 
about him were visibly moved as well 
as others in the audience by the spell 
of the famous Alabama Jurlst’a elo­ 
quence. 
“I would rather have the knowledge 
that my father fought a noble battle 
for his state than any public honor 
or title my state might bestow,” de­ 
clared Judge Brandon. 
The speaker referred to the heal­ 
ing of sectional wounds by the Span- 
ish-American war and declared that 
the present war with Germany will 
have the effect of making the United 
States closer knit together than aver 
before in its history. 
“The sons of these men who fought 
the good fight for 
the 
Confederate 
cause are now the ones who will help 
win this war of democracy against 
autocracy.” said Judge Brandon. ‘The 
Kaiser must be deposed so that peace 
will again reign on earth. The moth­ 
ers of the South will give their sons 
gladly for this war for liberty Just 
as .the m others of the South gave 
their sons for the' Confederacy.”

The latest opponent of the hodse 
niuimura is SuivAtor Weeks of Ma>iaa- 
chussets. 
He declared th at the house 
bill attem pts to raise too much mon­ 
ey. “T he people should not he called 
upon to pay such a large tax this 
year,” he stated. 
Many other senators are pxepari.ig 
to insert amendm ents Into the meas­ 
ure. 
It is expected that bitter debate 
will develop in the senate before the 
m easure is passed.

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THE THREE-MILE TAX;

"Why is the three-mill tax neces- 
aary juat at this time and why wasn't 
It necessary years ago?” the Dally 
is asked. 
The three-mill tax was necessary 
years ago and should have aeen put 
in effect right after the civil war. it 
has been needed (or years and the 
children of Alabama have been suf­ 
fering because of the lack of It. ilut 
there has arisen 
a 
situation 
that 
makes the additional tax absolutely 
necessary now. It is the new com­ 
pulsory school law which goes into 
effect uext fall. 
This will bring a 
great Influx of nupils to all the pub­ 
lic schools. 
Unless there !b more 
money expended for the schools and 
more teachers provided ;he¿e 
con­ 
scripted pupils will be the cause of 
making the whole school system in 
adequate. 
The schools are already Inadequate 
—pitifully inadequate. The equipment 
should be better. The teachers should 
be better paid. But the condition fhat 
places Alabama at the bottom of ‘he 
educational ladder will remain lust 
so long as we refuse 
the 
schools 
enough money to run on. 
The three-mill school tax la the 
cure for this. It will provide the nec­ 
essary money to make the schools bet­ 
ter and the burden of the taxation 
will be so light and so equitably dis­ 
tributed that it will not he a burden. 
President Wilson has pleaded with 
the American people “to make the 
world safe for democracy.” We ask 
Morgan county voters to make Mor­ 
gan county safe for education and en­ 
lightenment.
